London, Au-;. 14.— The first meeting 
of the parliamentary conimttteeappoint- 

ed to inquire into the conneution of tho 
British .South Africa CoiniKtiiy with tliu 
mid uiiide by Dr. JuHieeoii iiiui his fol- 
lowers into the Transvaal, and other 
matters connected with tlie chartered 
company, was held in one of the com- 
mittee rooms of the House of Commons 
this afternoon. It was really a meeting 
of part of tliu committee as only nine 
out of the sixteen members .were pre- 
sent. Among those in attendance were 
.Sir William Harcourt, the leader of the 
opposition party in tlie liuuso, and Kt. 
Hon. Joseph Chamberlain, Heerutarv of 
stall! for the colonies liifht. lion. \Vin. 
L. Jackson, Conservative member for 
Xoi th Leeds, was elected clmiriiiaii. The 
proceedings of to-day's lueeLiiiK were 
merely formal. 

The House of Lords yesterday adoptetl 
tho Irish Land bill as it came back from 
the HouKo of Commons with only one 
division, wliicli was on tlie aineiulnient 
roliitiiig to town ])arka, upon which the 
liovornment i-eccivoil a majority of six. 

Tho (Jueen'o speech at the i)roro{;ation 
of parliitiiient to-day, first inontionod tbe 
advaiicq on Dongola, and then says : 
Tbe comlition of some portions of tbe 
TiirkishI eiiipiie continues to furnish 
cause for nuicli anxiety. At present 
Crete ys the principal centre of disturb- 
ance. I liave observed a strict neutral- 
ity, but in conjunction with other pow- 
ers in Kurope, have endeavored to bring 
about a roaonciliation ijy proposing the 
estJiblisbment of a system of i^overnnient 
whicli would lie eii iiitable and acceptable 
to both CbiiHtiuiis and MuHsulmane. 
Tlie speech tiieii referred to tbe risiiitJ of 
the >lashonas ami Matabeles, payiiij,' a 
tribute to the couraije and eelf-rebiiiice 
of the settlers and adding: " Tlie efforts 
of my troops are tellini; on tlie resist- 
ance of the rebels, who, I trust, will 
shortly avail themselves of my offer of 
clemency." The ijpeech concluded with 
a reoital ot the measurea adopted by par- 
liament during tlic session just ending. 

After the Royal assent had been given 
to the bills which have been passed, par- 
liament was prorogued witn the usual 
ceremonies. 

In House of Commons yesterday 
the Secretary of State for Home AfFaira, 
Sir Matthew White Ridley, anuounced 
tliat upon a medical reiHirt it had been 
decided to release on license Daly, iJo- 
vany, (iallaglier and Wliitebead, tho 
four Irishmen iinprisoneii for conspiracy 
against the government in connection 
witli tlie dynamite explosion of some 
years aj^o. Allot the released men were 
arrested during ttio dvnumite scare of 
lcS8.S and 1884. 

Comments in the morning presson the 
release of Daly, Devany, (.iailagher and 
Whitehead are rather sarcastic. It is 
intimated that Mr. Balfour hiinsoif is 
really responsible for til is act of lielated 
mercy, and this ^artloning tendency, if 
carried to its legitimate conclusion, may 
lead to tbe leleaae of Mrs. Florence May- 
brick. Most of the papers seem to re- 
gard tho action as a weak attem,)! on 
the part of tbe govi^rnment to placate 
tlie ieeliiigs of the Irish, nillled already 
by the Lords meiidliiig with the land 
bill. 

.M . Hanotaux, ]''rciicli niinister for 
f(ireit;ii nffaira, lias announced to the 
cabinet that the United States has re- 
cognized tbe French annexation of 
MadagaHi:ar. 

Tbe AtheuB' correspoiiileiit of the 
Daily News teleg;raplig to hie paper as 
follows: "Several hiuidred insurgents 
attacked and almost anniliihited some 
Mussulmans who were marauding at 
Katovftthia, near Uernklion. Turkiiih 
troops were sent from Heraklion to siu - 
cor the Mussulmans, but they were also 
repulsed." 

Mr. Curzon announced in the House 
of Commonsycsterday tbatGreat Britain 
had accepted tbe decision of tbe I'lirlu- 
gueso arbitration Iviurd acknowlc(lgin;j; 
tlie suzerainty of lirai'.il over the Island 
of Trinidad, which has been in dispute 
for some time. In replying to Mr. 
O'Kelly, rarnellit« member for Nortii 
Koscoinnion, he s;jid that the ^overn- 
nieiit did not intentl to recognize the 
Cretans as belligerents. 

The semi-official advices from Canea, 
Island of Crete, say that the pillaging 
continues in the Eastern .provinces, and 
up to the present time Ave tillages liuve 
been burned. 

Plummer's colnmn have had anotlier 
engagement and di8()erBed the Matabelo 
rebels, who twice tri'id to riiHli into the 
bivouac. Forty-eight rebels wore killed. 

A serious con llagratinn broke out nt 
noon in tbe Church of Si ■('eter and St. 
Paul, atOstend, and ii cj.read rapidly to 
the adjoining buildings. It was, how- 
ever, quenched before it did much dam- 
age and the flames were almost confined 
to tho Cliurcb of St. Fetor and St. Paul, 
which was partly destroyed.

Explorer Naiiseii Found in the Far- 
OJr Nortlilaiul— Wonderful 
Experiences. 



A Fortunate Meeting- and au Inter- 
esting Story— Where Is tbe 
"Frani" 'i 



Verdoe, Norway, Aug. 14. — The cap- 
tain of the Windward, the British 
steamer which has just returned from 
Franz .losefland after taking su[)plies to 
tbe British north pole expedition, com- 
maniled by Capt. .laekson, and known 
IS the Jackson-Farnsworth expedition, 
filed a telegraphic message here yester- 
day describing the accidental meeting 
between Jackson and Dr. Nansen, form- 
ing one of the most remarkable inci- 
dents in tho history of Arctic explora- 
tion. Tbe Norwegian explorer liad 
been liviiii; in a hut (]uite close 
to one of the FOnglish explor- 
statioiiH for a long time jirevious 
to the meeting ot the two men, yel 
neither ol them was aware of tbe other's 
pi'esence. Jackson tliiscribes his ai^ci- 
dental meeting with Dr. Nanseii, while 
the latter was traversing tho ice pack. 
It was a lucky meeting for tbe Nor- 
wegian explorer, as ho had been misled 
owing to an inaccurate map drawn by 
Payer, the discoverer of Franz Josef- 
land, and also because Dr. Nansen'a 
chronometers and watch having stopped 
he was unable to establish his position. 
Jackson, after meeting Nansen, conducted 
the latter to Elmwood, the headquarters 
of the British expedition, where the doc- 
tor-Rwaited tbe arrival of the WindwartI, 
wbicb left the Thames on June 10 and 
Va.'doo on June '2S to take supjiliea to 
the Jackson expedition, and not to bring 
them back as currently retiorted. 

Captain .Jackson, in tho dispatch filed 
bv the captain of tbe Windward, says: 
"On June 17 I met Dr. Nansen tbret: 
niiles out on a lloe, S.E. of Capo Flora, 
He bad wintered in a rough hut within 
a mile or two of our northern limit in 
]S".t."),and this spring we unwittingly came 
within a few milesof his winter (juarters. 
Dr. Nansen left the Frani with one coni- 
panion (Lieut. Segard Scott Hanson, a 
lieutenant in the Norwegian navy and 
director of the astronomical meteorolog- 
ical and magnetic observations), and 
rea<;bed latitude 8(i.l4, travelling north- 
east from where he left the Fram, which 
was in 81 north, 102 east. Dr. Nansen 
ex[)ressed tbe greatest surprise and the 
liveliestsatisfaction at meeting with us." 

, Jackson then describes bis own expe- 
riences in exploring the western parts of 
Franz Josefiand, telling how he has 
drawn extensive accurate maps and has 
tliscovered new regions, adding : " \^'hen 
the \v'indward left in lSi),5, we went on a 
month's expedition to tbe northwest in 
a little boat, the Mary Harmsworth, and 
discovered a large tract of land to t!ie 
westward of hitherto unknown limits 
and a iCmagnificent headland, composed 
of ice from its summita to its foot and 
having at its bases a huge, annegotiable 
runjiart of ice. We named it 
Harmsworth Cape, and only ap- 
proached tbe base of tbe beail- 
land with the greatest difficultv. 
This spring has been phenomenally 
mild. .Mtbougb we marched north a 
great distance, using sixteen tlogs am', a 
pony, we mot after a fortnight open 
water, reaching from the face of a huge 
glacier east to the prociiiitous end of 
another huge glacier west. Advance 
by sledges was thus cut oil". We then 
sl/ruck southeast down Markbam sound, 
and added greatly to our discoveries of 
180.5. But we were again stopped by 
the open water. During April terrilic 
snowstorms, coupled with rises in the 
temperature, entirely broke up tbe ice 
and prevented our marching, hut we 
took a number of valuable photographs." 

Dr. Nansen, in describing the winter 
of LSOo-ii, saiil : "Myself and compan- 
ions started in the direction of Spitsber- 
gen on May PI. After that we occupied 
i.\ weeks on snowshoes, dragging aleilg- 
CH and kayacks (tbe Arctic canoes) load- 
ed on sledges after us. We went partly 
over land and partly over se.-j, ice. We 
reached .lackson's winter ([Uartera where 
we found all in goo<l health. We re- 
mained there about six weeks, till tho 
steamer Windward arrived. I left the 
Fram in good condition and drifting, 
locked in the ice." 

Professor Molin says that the scientific 
results of Dr. Nansen's observations are 
magnificent, and that several iBlands 
have been discovered. , 

The Aftenpoeten learns that Dr. Nan- 
sen has no miigivlngs as to the iate of 
the Fram. He has the fullest 
(Confidence tliat Lieutenant Sverdrup, 
her commaniler, who proved himself 
most capable, is en route to Franz Josef- 
land. Nansen had a narrow escape 
with Ilia life wdien a walrus furiously 
attacked and smashed his kayak.

From Home. 

(From tlio Hun Frnnolsco Coll.) 
"Those whom the gods love die 
j'oung." It thu quotation ia true then 
the gotlfl niUHt love tlio natives of the 
Gilhert tiioiii). Thev were beguiled from 
their island homca to the plantations of 
Central Ainericu luid tlii^re tlioy died. 
Not in ones or twos, or tens or twenties, 
but ia luindred.s, iuid onl of 1000 men, 
women and ehildren who left Uutantan 
four year.-^ ago only lil'T lived to reach 
home. The Imtnid weather vvliich p)re- 
vails in Central America vvas too nuicli 
for them and they saa'unil)ed one by 
one. In BOmo eases it was prieiiuionia, 
but in tlie majority it was conaumption 
which carried them off. L'he latter dis- 
ease WU8 even more prevalent than the 
former, and it eonnted its victims l)y tlie 
score eaeli month. All that was left of 
the " bhicUbirds " were taken home on 
the bark Helen VV. Aluiy, and there was 
weeping and wailing, mingltil with tears 
of joy, at every point at which tlie vessel 
stopped to unload her human freight. 

The story bei,'an nearly five years atro. 
The cofffi' iilanters ol C-iuatemala wanted 
clieap hilior, and they contracted with 
Captain I'l'is^'iieon lor so many South 
Sea Islanders. The skii)per chartered 
the brit; Tahiti and sent her out lui a 
cruise. " lilacUbirdinf; " was and is a 
common practice in the South Seas', and 
nil the lal>or employed in the iraneliclils 
of (.iucensliUid, Anatralia, ia thus le- 
cruited.

She wan driwu north as far as 
DraUes Hay, and alter rclitliii!; rnadu an- 
other start with Cajitain Kricsaon in 
command, i he next news came from 
Mexico, am', was to the ellect that the 
Tahiti liad capsized and everyone on 
board drowned. 

Nothing daunted, Ferguson chartered 
the steamer Montserrat and sent her to 
the Gilbert group. The neople were 
wary and demanded information as to 
where their relatives "were. S|>ecious 
answers were f:iven, and finally with the 
assistance of ll)e King oi the group 
nearly HOO men, women and children 
signed contracts to work four years in 
the coll'ee iilantations of (.niatemahi. 
Only 'JL'o of tliem lived to tell the tale, 
and they went liouu^ on the bark Helen 
W. Almy, The vessel took aboard -~7, 
all told, but as there were two births and 
two deatlis daring the voyage the total 
was not changed.

ority of 15,812. And here ij where the 
absurdity of our electoral system he- 
comes apparent. Although upwards of 
fifteen thoiiaarid more votes in the ag- 
gregate were |)nllcd for Cunscrvative 
members uf Parliament thiiii there were 
for Liberal nicniliers, yet the Liberals 
have 25 more mem hers than the Conser- 
vatives. The Conservatives polling 
418,000 votes returned 88 members, 
while the Liberals, who polled only 
;iit7,l'.)4 votes, returned 113 members, and 
the .SO, 51 1 independent votes are repre- 
sented ill the House of Commons by 
12 members. There were polled for 
Liberals and Independents combined 
477,705 votes, for the Conservatives 
alone 413,006 votes, giving the Liberals 
and Independents a majority of 65,()9,s, 
yet this insignificant majority of votes 
is reiireseiited in Parliament hy a ma- 
jority of .'!7 moniiiers. More singular 
still, altliough the Liberidsaa cumptired 
with the Conservatives and 1 iidejn'iid- 
ents are, when the aggregate vote at the 
polls ifl considered, in a majority of 
96,423, they have in Parliament a major- 
ity of lIK'aiisi'rvativeB and Independents 
combined. This is minority rei)re8enta- 
tioii with a vengeance. 

These figures, making all allowances 
for olectiona liy accdauintion , in-ove that 
it is possible for a minority of electors to 
return a majority, and a large majority, 
of members. This is hard enough for 
those who belong to the majority to bear, 
but when they see the men elected by 
this minority, in season and out of eea- 
aon, declaring that they legitimately re- 
present the people ol Canada, the situa- 
tion to the majority becomes exceeding- 
ly trying. The figures that we have 
quoted from the official returns prove 
beyond the shadow of a doubt that Mr. 
Laurier and his Liberal following do not 
represent, taking the voters' lists as a 
standard, eveti one-third of the people 
of Canada. The nniiiber of the voters 
of the Dominion according to those lists 
is 1,353,735; the number who polled 
their votes for the Liberal can- 
didates at the late election 
was 397,194. Yet Conservatives are

A GOLD EPIDEMIC. 

The last place that has been smitten 

with the gold fever is French Guiana. 
The 15ritish consul in a report on the 
trade of the country gives an account of 
the effect un tlie pcuple Ihert^ of the dis- 
covery of gold in tlie territory in dispute 
between France and Brazil, Uo says : 

One Demba was the diacoveror of the 
existence of gold there. He went with- 
out exciting suapiciun ; hut when his 
nrovisiona ran out lie sent to Cayenne 
for more, and incautiously wrote to his 
curresiiondent that he had secured 200 
kilos of gold, and would not return until 
he had got 100 kiloa more. The news 
soon spread through the town, which 
has about 11,000 inhabitants, of whom 
7,000 were soon on their way to Carse- 
vene. The only people who did not go 
were those tied to the town by their 
position, those who were too old to bear 
the hardships, and the women and chil- 
dren. " 10 very one who could run aban- 
doned everything; commercial enter- 
prises were left at a standatili; clerks 
left their offices; even government offi- 
cials and the editor of the only pri- 
vately-jjublished newspaper flocked to 
the land of gold." The news was carried 
by tlio monthly steamer tn the West In- 
dies, and the gold seekers soon flocked 
in from there. Carseveno haii no ad- 
ministration or authority, and accord- 
ingly the law of the strongest prevailed. 
The mortality was alinonnal, and as the 
fielils wore twelve miles from the laml- 
iiig place, it was very difficult to get 
transi>ort for the sick. Each miner bud 
just as much land as he could hold by 
brute force. 



POLITICS VS. Busmnss. 

BusineaB tnuaBactions aire, a good test 
of the sincerity of an apparent fanatic in 

either politics or religion. We have 
heard of a preacher who went about the 
country declaring that the end of the 
world was at hand, naming a year and a 
month in which there would be an end 
of all thiagahere below. Yet this same 
gentleman when bargaining forajpiece of 
land declined tn take it because its 
owner refused to ^ive him a lease for a 
long term of years. In the same way 
ex-Governor Pennoyer, who ia a loud 
and nncoinpromiaing advocate of free 
silver, has, in all his contracts, a pro- 
vision reiiuiring his debtor to pay in gold 
coin of the United States. When taxed 
with this inconsistency Pennoyer says 
that it ia all a mistake, that the instru- 
ments were on a jiriiitcd form, and that 
the provision to jjay in goki had escaped 
his notice. It is said that Allgeld, an- 
other red-hot free ailverite, follows the 
same practice, and makes exactly the 
same explanation for the existence of a 
gold clause in his leases. Both Pennoyer 
and Allgeld are keen Iniainess men as 
well as active Populist iioliticiaiis, but 
they are loo shrewd to allow their jjuli- 
tica to gel mixed up with their business 
transactions.

NEW BRUNSWICK. 

Eev. P. J. O'Brien, the Newfoundland 
priest whose patented plan for the con- 
struction of ships' bulla was recently de 
scribed, is also the inventor of a water- 
walking apparatus which he has al out 
conapleted unci had tested before he left 
Newfoundland. The upi)aratus consists 
of shoes or skates, one for each foot, and 
may be used on rough as well as amooth 
water. It is claimed they may be used 
for life saving in cases of shipwreck. 

An interesting phenomenon was. wit' 
nesaed in the sky about midday at St 
John on the Otli inst. A circle of rain- 
bow color was around the sun which was 
rellacted in the sky in a direction opjio- 
eite from the sim. This circle was 
again rellected upon the sky in 
other circles until I here were four circle:-' 
visible, those farthest from the .snii be- 
ing laiger than those nearer and wilh- 
outcolor. The explanation seeiiicil to be 
that there were light rain drops fallinii 
from some fleeting clouds, ant! that as 
the sun wag almost directly overhead, 
the rellection was thrown upon tlie sky 
arountl the eiin in brilliant colors, almost 
in a circle. The cireie was auain reflect- 
ed npon the sky just aa we sometimes 
see two or even three rainbows. The 
brightness of the sun probably prevent- 
ed the colors Irom being ref)rodiiced 
to the eye on the other and laru'ercir 
clea. As the sun was clearly visilde and 
no rain could be seen there was nuicli 
speculation as to the cause. 

The St. John |)()lice were recently in- 
formed of a hard case <j1 destitution and 
sickness of an old man who was living 
in the cabin of a partly built vessel at 
Kelly's Kddy on the river bank just 
above Stetson's mill at Imiiantown. 
Sergeant Caples went to the scene, ami 
there observed a saddening sight. Lying 
on a pile of old, liltby bed clothes was 
Captain W'eldon, half starved, in a 
destitute condition anil very sick. The 
captain, who is about 75 years of age, 
has a mania for building vessels, and a 
few years ago built one that uppet as 
soon as it was launched. Alongside of 
the wreck the captain has been endeav- 
oring to build a new vessel of smaller 
dimensions. The new craft is iilaaked 
in, and it has a kind of a cabin iniilt un 
it in which he has been living alone 
since last spring, and the only care be is 
saiil to have rei'eived was from some 
neighborB. It is said that Captain W'el- 
don has a couple of brothers living up 
the river and a son, who is a sea cap- 
tain Bailing out of this port, but that lie 
would not accept support from them.

When I arrive<l 
there in January I could hardly lind 
an one ()iitsi<le of Canadian circles who 
had any very clear idt-a where liritisli 
Columbia was >ti- what its e.^acl status 
was, and they did not neem to care. At 
the present lime, owing to the gold dis- 
coveries, the brokers and (itlii-rs are 
hunting fur mans of Jiril ieli Columbia, 
and the Rand and West Australia seem 
likely to take backseats in a little time. 
The speculativemarketin London seems 
to be able to grasp only one idea at a 
time."

For more than twenty 
years we have invited the aHsistance of 
Kui-opean nations, but all nro^ne:^.-! in 
thi'direction of iuteriuitioiial l)inietallism 
lia.f l)een blocked by ojiposit ion of tlios;e 
who derive jiemmiary luuielil from the 
apj)rei-iat ion of s^olJ. llow Ioiilt niu.st 
we wait li3r liinu'tallism to he liroui;lit to 
ua by those who prolit by mono- 
metallism'.' If the double standard will 
brint: benefits t') our peoiile, who will 
deny llie ri>;bt to enjoy thos',; lieiielits'.' 

"Citizens of New York, I have travel- 
ed from the centre of the continent that 
1 might in the beginnini; of the cam- 
paign bring you greeting from the WchI 
and South and assure you that their de- 
sire is not to destroy, but to build up. 
They invite )'ou to adopt the princijileH 
of a living faith rather than listen to 
tbose who preach of despair and 
advise endurance of the ills yoti 
have. The advocates of fre;; coinage be- 
lieve tluit in trying; to aecnrt! the imme- 
diate restoration of liimetallisni 
they are laborinir in your behalf aa 
well as in' their own lielialf.

You 
cannot all'ord to join the money clian^'(M-.-^ 
in support of a linancial policy which 
destriys tin' puretiasi ntr jiower of the 
products 111 toil and mnal in the end dis- 
conrau'e t he creat ion of wealth. 

'•f ask, I (ixpect your ('o-operation. 
It is true that a few of our fiuanci'.TS 
Would fashion a new lieiire, a 
(ii;nre represent inj; Columbia, lier 
hands bound fast with fetters 
of gold and her face turned toward 
the East, appealing for asBistama; to 
those who live beyond the sea, but, ibis 
figure can never express your idea of 
this nation. You will rather turn for 
inspiration to the heroic statue wbicb 
guards the entrance to your city — a 
statue as patriotic in construction as it 
is colossal in proportions; it was tlio 
gracious ^'i ft of a distant republic, and 
staiuls upon a pedestal which was built 
by the American people. That 
litrure — l-ilierty lOnlii^bteninj,' the 
World — is emblematic of the wisdom

THE PRECIOUS METALS CASE. 

Text of tlie Fliidine of the Judicial Com- 
mittee of the Privy Council in This 
Important Matter, 

From the London Times of July 30 
last Is taken the following with refer- 
ence to the decision by the Judicial 
Committee of the Privy "Council, of the 
appeal to them in E, & N. Ry. Co. v. 
Bainbridge, more commonly known as 
the " PrecioiiB Metals Case " : 

" This was an appeal. from a judgment 
of the Supreme Court of ]5ritisli Colum- 
bia of August 7, KsSJo, allirminy a deci- 
sion of Mr. Justice JJiiiUc. The case was 
recently heard before a board consisting 
of Lord Watson, Lord llobbouso, Lord 
Davey, and Sir Richard Couch. 

" Mr. Cozens-IIardy, Q.C., and Mr. 
W. 11. Clav were counsel for the api)el- 
lants; iMr". Biehani, ti.C, the lion. i). 
^L Kberts, Q.O. (Attorney-General of 
British Culumbia), and Mr. Charles A. 
Russell for tlfe respondent. 

" The question at issue was the valid- 
ity of a claim by the Ksquimalt & Nu- 
nairao Railway Company to the exclu- 
sive right to the mines of precious metals 
within the belt of laud granted to them 
by tbo Crown, as represented by the 
Dominion of Canada, for the con- 
struction of their line. The respondent, 
Bainbridge, is a free miner under tbo 
British Columbia Gold Mining Acts, and, 
having duly fulfilled all the preliminary 
requirements of the law for the purpose, 
liii took lip, recorded, and worked a ^'old 
iiiiniii),' claim, called the lllue Kuin 
I'lacer Chiiin, within tliu cijni))any's bell. 
The coinpany, on that, ejected him as a 
trespanser. Thereupon ho olitaiiied an 
injuneliiiu aiiainat them, Mr. .Iiisticc^ 
Drake held that the precious metals and i 
L.'old and silver in ami under the land in ; 
,|Ueslion had not lietMi conveyi'd by the 
Crown to the company, ami that tiie re- j 
spondent had therefore I he same ri-^'ht to | 
mine and work a i)laeer mine for gold [ 
within the company's bell as he had in | 
other ]jrivato lands in the province. The 
.Sujireme court, on appeal, unanimously 
atHrmed Mr. Justice Drake's decision in 
favor of the respondent, holdinpf that 
mines of gold and silver and precious 
metals would not pass by a grant from 
the Crown without express words grant- 
ing them. They also cited the decision 
of the Judicial Committee in the "At- 
tornej'-General of British Columbia v. 
Attoriiey-(ieneral of Canada" (1-1 .-Vpp. 
Ca.), in which Lord Watson observed 
that " gold and silver mines, until Uwy 
have been aptly severed from the title i>f 
the Crown and vested in a sulijeet, are 
not regardcil as ])artes soli or as inci- 
dents of the land in which they are ; 
found." From these decisions the pres- 
ent ajjpeal was instituted. i 
Lord Watson, in delivering their 1 
Lord.sbi])s' jiidt;ment yesterday, said the I 
main, if uol tln^ onh', (luestion arising | 
for decision was whether the company | 
had right to the mines of gold and other i 
precious metals which might e-xist w ith- [ 
m their lands. The circumstances in ' 
which the title of the company to gold i 
and other precious metals was asserted 
were as follows: In 1871 the Province i 
of British Columbia was admitted into j 
the Federal Union of Canada and 1 
among the articles of union was an nii- : 
dcrtakini; by tln^ Diniiininn to eoiistnict 
a line conm^cting the Canadian I'aeilie : 
railway with the sea lioanlof ^':ln(■ouvel• 
Island, in consideral ion of which Ilriti;;!! 
Coliiinhia granted In the [loiuinion a 
Indt of land liO miles in width on either i 
side of the new railway across the .Main- 
land and a large area in Vancouver i 
Islanil. The railway was made for the 
Dominion government bv the appellant 
company. .Section .'5 M the grant by 
British Columbia to the Lluininion 
government had reference to the 
area in Yunoouver Inland and in- 
cluded "all coal, coal-oil, ores, stones, 
( lay, marble, slate, mince, minerals and 
Huiistancea whatsoever thereupon, there- 
in, and thereunder." In 1883 an 
agreement was made between 
the eompaiiy and i\n: llominion 
to con.>-truel tlu' Iv'-iiuimall it -N'anaimo 
raihvaj", and llie troverninent conveytil 
to ibe company all the l.uid and min- 
erals in N'ancouver Island which had 
been ^'ranted to the Dominion hy .-ec- 
lion .'i. In the " .AHorney-l ienci al of 
Dritish Cohiinhia v. the .\lUirnev-(i(ui- 
eral of tianada " (I I .Vpp. Ca., 'J;i.');it 
was Indd by thai boanl thai section '.1 of 
llu! British Columhian act, which re- 
lated to tbo lands comprised in the -lO- 
mile belt, did not give the Dominion 
government any right to gold and other 
precious metals iu those lands which 
were held by the crown under its pre- 
rogative title. The second section niadi! 
no mention of, and did not prol'css to 
grant, any aubjecl oilier than ))uhlic 
lands." The appellant company, whilst 
adniitiing thatapl and precise lanmuige 
was nec-es.-iary in order to alienaK^ the 
prerogat ive riijhts of the crown, re 
u non I hi - eiiuineration of mi nerals i\ hiidi 
was coii|i|e(l witli tin' grant of lands in 
section .'i as sullicieiil to show the inten- ; 
lion of the provincial legislaturi^ lo-lrans- 
ler to the Dominion government ilxdr 
right to administer the precious metals 
in tbose lands. The wor<ls re- 
lied on were — "including all coal, i 
coal oil, ores, stones, clay, marble, sliito, ' 
mines, minerals, and substances whal- 
Hoever thereupon, therein, and thereun- 
der." The only expresaions which could 
possibly aid the argument of thij appel- 
lant company were, "mines, minerals 
and substances." Not one of the^e ex- 
pressions could be rightly desiu-ibed as 
precuse, or as necessarily iiududinu the 
lireciiiiiH metals. .■Vccordin;,' tOjl he usual 
riil(! oliH(>rved in Ihe construction of the 
conidnding and general items of a de- 
taileil enumeration, they might be belli 
lo signify alia similia ^viib the mimualH 
or substani;(!S previously enumerated: 
and it appeared to their Lordships to be 
fiullicienl for the decision of the present 
case that they mi^dil he aptly limited U) 
minerals or substances which were inci- 
dents of tbo land and pass with the free- 
hold. Being of the same opinion with 
the learned judges in both courts below, 
in whose reasoning they concurred, their 
Lordships would humbly advise Hor 
Mcjesty to afiirm the jndBmont appealed 
from. The respondent's costs of the ap- 
jieal must bo paid by the appellant com- 
pany."

He 'Worked on tho Canadian Paclflc. 

Harry Xoad, who baa been arrested in 
New Vork for the alleged theft of fo.SDO 
from llie Canadian I'acific railway, while 
he was assistant paymaster on the line, 
and who has had freiiuent exaniinr.tions 
befiM-e ComniisHioner Shields in e.Nliadi- 
tion proueedingH, the other day got a 
chance to toll his story. Tlio object of 
his examination was to heir from him 
liow he managed to accumulate tho 



)f 3, 000 or more which he gave to the 
Cleverly woman, who earno hero with 
him as his wife, and who, when arrested, 
surrendered the keys to the vault, where 
the money and papers were kept, to 
the police. The prdsecutton has sought 
to prove that this money was part of the 
proceeds of the alleged theft, while the 
Cleverly woman testified on Tuesday 
that Noad had given her $3,000 several 
years ago, whicb she afterwards return- 
ed to bim. Noad testilied that ho had 
been thirteen year:i with tiie company 
and was in the leceipt of .'tfiu a month. 
Me said be liad for some years bought 
and Bold horses, traded with natives 
along the lines of the railroad, sold and 
bought fnrs, and made money in other 
ways. " 1 might stale here," he said, 
" liiat I made a good bit of money play- 
ing linker on the iiay car." 

" How much did you win?" 

" Well, once 1 won $(iO, a gold watch 
and chain and a diamond ting. I was 
r. [irctty sure winner." 

" What did you lose usually 

" Usually 1 did not lose at all. The 
most I ever lost at one silting was .$11!." 

Noad then detailed how the money for 
the pay-car was drawn from the dill'or- 
eiit minks by himself and Saulsbury. 
II e said that bnainess was done very 
loosely. He says that tliey would draw 
as high as$SO,000 from the bank in Mon- 
treal, of which he had tbo custody, when 
they would meet Saiiltbnry's friends, 
whodrniik with them. 1 never drank 
any lii]Uor on tbosi^ occasions," said 
Noail,"as 1 knew I would be respim- 
sible. 1 also wan! In slate," he said, 
"that there has been carried on the 
hoolcH Hiiice IS'.1 1 a shortage of .fiiilS.'' 

.\oad said he also made money by 
loaning amounts. Nnad told his slory 
in a straightlorwan I niaiuier, being at 
limeM too anxious to talk, and was 
stopped by bis atlornt^y. lie answered 
the (|ue8t ions luil to liiiii promptly, and 
sceiuinglv made no ell'orl to conceal any- 
tliinu'. At the conoluaioii of the testi- 
mony the case was closed, and Coimnis- 
eioner Shields said ho would announce 
his decision as soon as possible after the 
testimony was written out.

MINING AT ALBERNI. 

Coarse Gold in the Gravel at the Duke of 
York— The HissinE Link Vein. 

Frank McQuillan, who has just ar 
rived from Alberni, brings the news that 
washing at the Duke of York hydraulic 
claim on China creek is proceeding w ell 
and the gravel beneath the cajiiiing of 
.hard pan is even better than had been 
expected. A number of small pieces of 
coarse gold have been foinid by th 
workmen. The i-lean-up will take placi; 
about t\n\ 'JOth inst. The sawmill is 
busy cutling lumber for tho under cur- 
rents and the boxes will bo shifted after 
tho clean-up to allow the under currents 
to be jjlaci'ii in position. 

On the ICing Solomon mine Mr. Mc- 
Ciiiillan is drifting from the tunnel on 
the main vein, so iia to tap the other 
two veins in tho property. This will 
only require a drift of feet on mie 
aiile and of 10 feet on the other of the 
centre vein. .Sinking will be done on 
the inside vein, and it ia expected that 
a short distance down all three veins 
will come together, as the outside ones 
incline towards the third. 

Mining operations continue to jiro- 
greas rapidly at Alberni. .\t Mineral 
Hill the tunnel on the AIht;rni Con- 
solidated, which iH being run to tap the 
shaft on the vein, ia now in 75 feet, and 
the rock is hecoming iniueridi/.ed, which 
shows r.hat the vein itself is not far oil'. 
Tiio rock is softer than it was at the outset, 
and the tunnel is binng shoved ahead 
at the rate of nearly five fei't w day. The 
ciimrt/. mil! is being placed in position 
near De Beaux', at the end of the rotid. 

Word came down yesterday by wire 
that the riidi ledge which runs through 
the .Missing Link claim, on Mineral bill, 
haa been stnurk on the Northern Light, 
till! northern extension of the Missing 
Link. This seems to show that the 
same ledge will probably be found ex- 
tending right over into Yellowstone 
creek, as has been supposed.

The whole circumstances in connec- 
tion with tho defects in the North Ward 
school building are to be thorouglily in- 
vestigated. That- ia the decision arrived 
at by the school board at their meeting 
yesterday afternoon. 

Mr. W. Ridgway Wilson had not time 
to prepare a fail report on tliu defects he 
had found in the building and the best 
method of dealing with them. In eon- 
sequence, as the subject required con- 
siderable care and accuracy in dealing 
with it, he was granted further time, 
md will report at a meeting to be Jieki 
on Monday, at 2 |).m. 

Ono of the reasons which have delayed 
the report ia that Mr. Wilson has been 
unable to obtain the specilicatioiiH, and 
baa, tliei-efore, had to wurk out every- 
thing from the building itself. 

Mr. Xorthcott, the building inspector, 
wiis present at the meeting, luid in some 
informal iliscui .sion as to what was t,ho 
best plan of placing the roof in a safe 
condition, gave what inf >r'ii,'ition he 
could. 

The chairman, Mr. Hayward, said 
that he had looked up the minutes in 
reference to the initiatory steps and pro- 
ceedings taken by tho board in the con- 
Htruction of the North Ward school 
building. In May, 1893, soon after the 
passage of the I'Oducational Loan by-law. 
Victoria antliitects were invited to send 
in competitive ])lan8 for substantially 
built brick or stono buildings with 
Bjiecitied cubical and sujierlicial areaa 
for ISO pupils, and in response some 
fourteen designu were received. After 
wrest ling a week with these plana, the 
trustees were unable to agree uiion a 
choice, and it was then resolved to refer 
them to .Mr. K. Mackay Kripp (ludlow of 
the lioyal Institute of iiritisii ,\rcliitects) 
of Vancouver. In due course Mr. b'ripp 
handed in his report, in which be said 
" that there was only one pet of pl.uis 
distiiu'tly superior to the others, and 
therefore placed them first on tho list 
as being the best and moat complete 
Bet of iihuia submitted." The trustees 
adopted Mr. I'ripp's suggestion, and Mr. 
Soule, the succeEsful competitor, was 
awarded first place, and instructed to 
prepare the necedsary working and de- 
tailed drawings, and after the City In- 
sjiector of Iniildinga had i-ertilied hia ap- 
proval, to call for tondera. This 
was done, and the con I raet duly awarded 
to Sniith it lOlford. The choice of Mr. 
Soule'a plans was rt.'ceived with [lublic 
npprovtiland tlie representative men of 
the North ward iietitioned that this 
bnikliiig might he erected on the new 
North war<l site. Mr. Soule waa en- 
trusted with tho ejitire supervision of 
the erection of the building at the usual 
full coiumiasion of 5 per cent., and Mr. 
K. J. Gray was alao appointed at a aal- 
ary of .f5 per day tO" assist him aa clerk 
of the works. Now, looking back over 
tlicae proceedings, there ia nothing that 
the speaker could see, that the trustees 
had omitted to do, that their duty a^^ 
guardians of the ratepayers' interests de- 
manded. No business man or set of men 
could have adojited any other or better 
course than that followed by the board, 
lie was not, he said, iliajiosed to take 
the blame beloiigini.: to others, nor did 
he consider it fair that those wiio were 
trustees at that tune and who did their 
best in safegnardimr the taxpayera' fiimls 
should Ruller under the stigma arising 
out of the present condition of the Nort.li 
Ward building, lie waa atrongly in 
favor of coiiBulting with the Attorney- 
General and endeavoring to bring the 
responsibility and punishment, if pos- 
sible, upon those who have neglected 
their duty in this matter. 

TiiusTKE Bklyka then moved, sec- 
onded by Trustee Saunders: "That the 
architect of the North Ward school, Mr 
C. J. Soule, be reiiuired to produ('e and 
deliver the plana and gpei:iliratio)iH of 
the North Ward Hchool buildings to the 
secretary of the board liefore 1 i).m. on 
Saturday, 15lh instant, and that in de- 
fault proceedings bo taken to compel de- 
livery." ' '■ 

This waa carried umuiiniously, ami 
then Trustee Bi^lyea aaid ho Had iin- 
otiicr m(;tiiui to oll'er. He agreed with 
the ehairman in his suggestion that 
steps eliould be taken to find out who 
waa to blame in connection with the 
lu-eHcnl c^ondition of the building. The 
board, if they had no authority 
to themselves hold an inquiry, couhl at 
least appoint a committee to look into 
the matter ami refer it to the Attorney- 
(ieneral's department. The kind of 
thing that was manifested in tho condi- 
tion of tho building should not be allowed 
to go on and the blame should be placed 
where it belonged. He moved, seconded 
by Trustee Mrs. (irant, 

" That a committee be appointed to 
conaider the best rnoaiia of conducting a 
aearcbing investiga' ion into the mul ler 
of the construction of tho .N'orth Ward 
school building." Carried. 

The Chairman ajipomted Trustees 
Belyea and Yates thecommittee, and the 
meeting adjourned.
